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DON KING 
HIS LIFE STORY 


The “Only in 
America” Man 


If ever a man exemplified the definition of the 
American Dream, it would have to be Don King. 
Born tin the hard-core ghetto of Cleveland on Au- 
gust 20, 1931, King is proof that no matter what 
background a person comes form, anyone who is 
willing to work hard can achieve and live that 
dream. 

King has become famous for his saying, “Only in 
America.” King explains, “Only in America can a 
Don King happen. America is the greatest country 
in the world. I love America. What I’ve accom- 
plished could not have been done anywhere else.” 

In the illustrious history of boxing, King has 
eclipsed every promoter in the sport. He has set 
standards which his “competitors” can only hope to 
attain. History tells of great promoters, such as Tex 
Rickard and Mike Jacobs, but King has shattered 
all marks and is still rewriting history. 

King’s greatness received the ultimate recogni- 
tion and acknowledgment early in 1997 when he 
was elected into the International Boxing Hall of 
Fame, not only an unprecedented honor for a pro- 
moter, but one most well warranted and richly de- 
served as well. In a June induction ceremony, King 
officially joined other giants and luminaries of the 
sport of boxing. 

This tremendous honor is yet another in a long 
list which have been bestowed upon King. Including 
one by Sports Illustrated. In 1994, the magazine 
chose King as the lone boxing promoter among its 
< Most Influential Sports figures of the Past 40 

ears.” , 

It’s no wonder King is renowned as the world’s 
greatest promoter. On June 28, 1997, King pro- 
moted the biggest show in the history of the sport. 
Evander Holyfield retained his WBA heavyweight 
title after defeating Mike Tyson in three rounds. 
More than 1.95 million households nationwide and 
closed-circuit viewers in more than 110 countries 
watched this tremendous fight, along with 16,331 in 
attendance at the MGM Grand in Las Vegas. The 
live gate grossed more than $14 million, making 
The Sound and the Fury: Holyfield-Tyson II the 
most successful boxing event ever. 

King constructed Tyson’s return to the ring in 
1995 at the MGM Grand following the fighter’s four 
year absence from the sport. Tyson’s bout against 
Peter McNeeley set what then were records for pay- 
per-view buys domestically with 1.52 million and 
ו‎ on paid attendance at more than 3 
million. 


On February 20, 1993, “The Grand Slam of Box- 
ing” featured four world championships on one card, 
headlined by Mexican hero Julio Cesar Chavez. 
Mexico City’s Estadio Azteca was the site where 
136,274 (132,274 paid) turned out to break the pre- 
vious paid-attendance record set September 23, 
1926, for the Jack Dempsey-Gene Tunney bout at 
Sesquicentennial Park in Philadelphia. It also 
marked the first time in television history four 
title fights were seen on one telecast. 

In 1994 King promoted more than 20 world 
championship fights (WBA, WBC OR IBF) for the 
third time in his legendary career. The grand to- 
tal for that year was 47 championship bouts, 
shattering King’s world record 25 title bouts pro- 
moted during 1986. 

During 1994 King presented a record five 
world championship bouts on a single card not 
once, but three times, the first coming on March 
19 in Las Vegas and the second May 7, again in 
Las Vegas. He topped his own mark later that 
year, presenting an incredible six world title 
bouts on the same card, first on Sept. 17 in Las 
Vegas and then again on Dec. 10 in Monterrey, 
Mexico. 

King’s career as a promoter spans three de- 
cades and almost 400 championship fights. It all 
started when King asked Muhammad Ali to do a 
benefit fight for Forest City Hospital in Cleve- 
land, which was going to be closed for lack of 
funding. King went to Ali and asked if he would 
lend his support to this worthy cause. Ali agreed 
and King was on his way. 

Following the hospital benefit, King signed a 
deal with Ali and George Foreman, which guar- 
anteed each boxer in excess of $5 million, then an 
unprecedented amount. One of the financial 
backers King had asked to help in the making of 
this fight didn’t believe King really could pull it 
off. When he learned that both Ali’s and 
Foreman’s signatures on the contracts that King 
held were authentic, as proven by experts, the 
man became enraged and pulled out of the fight. 
With seemingly nowhere to turn, King was able 
to get a guarantee from the government of Zaire, 
Africa. King did what nobody thought could be 
done and, as a result, “The Rumble in the Jungle” 
has gone down in history as one of the greatest 
events in sports history. 

It’s easy to see why so many great boxers have 
come to King for promotional guidance. His cha- 
risma and style are unmatched; however, it is his 
unsurpassed work ethic that keeps him on top. 

King is one of a kind. He is one of the most 
recognizable figures, not only in America, but 
throughout the world today. He is on a first-name 
basis with many presidents, diplomats, celebri- 
ties and civic leaders. His face has graced the 
covers of Time, Sports Illustrated, Ebony and Jet, 
as well as countless other magazines. He has ap- 
peared in movies and television shows and has 
been a talk show guest of Johnny Carson, Arsenio 
Hall, David Letterman, Conan O'Brien, Joan

Rivers and Barbara Walters. 

His tireless philanthropic efforts have earned 
him almost every award imaginable ~ such as the 
Black Achievement Award, Man of the Year 
Award from the Black United Fund and Brother- 
hood Crusade, as well as state and city resolu- 
tions across the nation, In 1987 King received the 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Humanitarian Award. 

In 1988 King received the Promoter of the 
Century Award by the Max Case Sports Lodge of 
B’nai B’rith International, which initiated the 
B’nai B’rith International Don King Center for 
Black-Jewish Relations. The project is adminis- 
tered by B’nai B’rith, the world’s largest Jewish 
organization. 

In 1997 King received the NAACP’s 
President’s award. Also this year King will be 
honored as the New York Black Republican 
Council’s “Man of the Year.” He and Rachel 
Robinson, the group’s woman honoree, will be 
lauded at its annual conference in September. 

King aids many charities around the world 
with monetary contributions and, whenever pos- 
sible, donates his time to lend a helping hand. 
For more than 30 years he has given away tur- 
keys to help the homeless. Tyson helped King ex- 
pand the program in 1986 when he joined in the 
King holiday tradition. Since then the Team 
King/Tyson “Turkey Tour” has grown in mass pro- 
portion, having given away more than 250,000 
turkeys, toys for hospitalized tots and innumer- 
able cash donations in more than on dozen cities 
across the United States. 

King established the Don King Foundation 
and his charitable contributions add up to mil- 
lions. He backs his donations with the firm belief 
in groups such as the NAACP; UNCF; Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Foundation; Indiana Black 
Expo; Simon Weisenthal Center; National His- 
panic Scholarship Fund; National Coalition of 
Title I/Chapter I Parents; Wheelchair Charities; 
and Our Children’s Foundation, among others. 

Especially important to King is education, and 
he’s contributed to more than one dozen colleges 
and universities around the world, including 
Grambling State University national alumni as- 
sociation which recently bestowed upon him its 
prestigious Lifetime Achievement Award. This is 
a side of King few people see. While known for 
his flamboyance, King's actions truly speak 
louder than any words. 

King believes a man's word to be gold, and he 
will not make a promise unless he can deliver. It 
is his combination of negotiating style, charisma 
and keen business sense that spell worldwide ac- 
claim and recognition. As a result, many adver- 
tising agencies have sought his services for their 
client's commercials. 

He was the originator of the record-smashing 
$150 million Jackson Victory Tour. He negotiated 
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Michael Jackson's first Pepsi-Cola commercial, 
one of the most successful commercial campaigns 
ever. 

How did a ghetto kid from Cleveland rise to 
such world fame and fortune? It's no secret that 
King is a product of the streets. However, it's not 
something for which he's shameful or apologetic. 
He had the support or his mother, Hattie, who 
taught him the difference between right and 
wrong. He also has a strong faith in God. King 
has not forgotten what he learned on the streets. 
Unlike many people from the ghetto who become 
successful, King strives to make the place from 
which he came better for the next generation of 
children. He resides with his wife, Henrietta, and 
has three children, sons Carl and Eric and 
daughter Debbie. King has five grandchildren. 

It's ironic King is a boxing promoter. Nothing 
could be more prophetic. King is a fighter; more- 
over, King is a winner. His faith in God and fam- 
ily, along with his desire to be the best, has 
helped him live the American Dream. 

At an age when most people would be calling 
it quits and retiring to enjoy the fruits of their la- 
bors, the 66 year-old King continues to set new 
cen and stage the best fights the sport has to 
offer. 

With time such a crucial factor, King has be- 
come one of the most requested businessmen on 
the college and university speakers bureau. He 
has given well received lectures to students at 
Harvard Law School, Fuqua School of Business 
at Duke University, UCLA, the University of Vir- 
ginia and The Wharton School of Business at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

Don King is like a fine wine; he just gets bet- 
ter with age. The record speaks for itself. Simply 
stated, he 18 the world’s greatest promoter. The 
only records for Don King to break are his own.
